Ixdng denied 
eoinoge, fell rapidly in price, relative 
to cold, leaving gold the single stand- 
ard. This has praefie:dly driven our 
American farmer out of the European 
market, and the condition of the Ameri- 
<nn farmer to-<lay is dejilorable. It is 
said tliat nuinufneturers, johlers an<l 
dealers in agririiltunil ajipliances hold 
ns much ns $i>0,000,( : 0 worth of past 
due notes from fanners who are un- 
able to jxiy. Farmers have been put 
into this condition financially by the 
fast falling of price i during the past few 
years, and it. is a .‘elf-cv;di nt fact that 
if piv's >nt conditio is are to jirevail this 
indcbtc<lnes.s can t ever be paid off. ’>e- 
cQuse the farmer ii obliged new to put 
bis jirodiict on the jnarket at less than 
it cost him. It Is gratifying to know 
thnt the farmers nrr almost unanimous- 
ly e^nbraeing tlie frei- coinage idea. —

The advocates of gold monometallism i 
never weary of depict.rng in loud colors i 
the horrors of the silver flocsl -which ' 
would set in should tho United Stall's 
declare for the free coinage of silver. 
But they never explain to us the exact 
modus opcramli. They tell us glibly 
enough that there is about $3,800,000,000 
of silver money In the world, and thnt if 
we adopted free coinage the nations of 
the world would begin pouringtheir old 
coin and bullion in upon us, and that 
they -would unload eventually all their 
white metal ujxjn us. In aildition to this 
the earth would bo scraiied for silver 
and this, too, would all be dumpetl upon 
our shores. 

Now, the silver money of the world 
may be divided into two almost equal 
j'arts. Oue-half of it circulates at its 
market i-ahie, while the other half cir- 
culates at nearly twice the market 
value. The silver money of the Unitc'd 
States, England, France, Germany and 
other Euroi>ean nations is worth alxHit 
twice as much ns the silver of which it 
is c'omiiofied. It is therefore* evident 
that none of this kind of money would 
be diim|>ed on us for the very simple 
ri*os<>n that it wouldn’t pay. This 
]xiint can be made clearer by illustra- 
tion. Suppose that France should 
adopt the free coinage of gold and sil- 
ver lit the ratio of sixteen to one, what 
profit would thore lx* to anyone to 
“dump” the money of thiscountrj- upon 
France? Nobody could buy up Amer- 
ican dollars for le.ss than a dollar apiece. 
It will therefore be seen that if wo 
should adopt .comngc we woiildl 
have nothing to fear from the. silvi>r 
money of Eurojic, gc'nerally speoLiiiig. 

It was estimated in 1895 that the then 
silver standard countries had the fol- 
lowing stock of silver money: Russia, 
41,000,00c; India, 950,000,000* England 
in Asia (Ceylon straits settlements and 
Hongkong), 110.000.000; China, 725,000.- 
COO; Central .Vnicrtcaii states, 8,000,000; 
South .American states, 30,000,000; Mex- 
ico. 50,000,000. or togcllux 1,911,000,000 
American gold dol!:irs. 

Now, how iiiiich of this money would 
flow into the United States? Which one 
of the silver standard countries could 
afford to part vvifh any of its silver? 
Russia hiv» none to f^^an*. The p«*r 
capita of India is only $3.32, and it 
would be of no u<x> to India to invest her 
silver in American products, and cut 
dovv II lier circuLating medium stillmore. 
The jx*r capita of China is only $1.83, 
and to still furl her eont ract her currency 
by jioiiring her silver, which la now 
scatt<*red nil over the land, in upon the 
United States would bo n suicidal 
policy. 

Indeed, there la no reason to antici- 
pate that there would be a flood at all. 
There is not a nation in the world thnt 
would have any Interest In such a coarse, 
so that all this talk about a silver Ihxxl, 
when examined critically. Is .seen to be 
mere leather and prunella. — Memphis 
ConiiiM*rcinl .\p]X'al.

An Itliaea ccrres|)ondent to the Trib- 
une concedes too much to tho gold side, 
nml cites our di.»agri*onient with Mr. 
Bryan in his claim that free coinage 
would restore the parity of the meals. 

The Tribune seeks only todevelop the 
truth, in whichever direction it may 
lie. It advocates remonetization l>e- 
caiisie it sees clearly that it will con- 
duce to the general prosperity of the 
country, and not from any parti.'an rea- 
sons. It matters not to the Tribune 
the flip of a copper which way the peo- 
ple ilctcnnine the money question next 
November. It will throw all possible 
light on the subject, and then be sat- 
isfied with the people’s verdict, what- 
ever it may be. 

In regard to Mr. Bryan’s claim, the 
Tribune admits that under free coin- 
age silver will advance and gold come 
down. Were our country alone oon- 
cernetl the two metals might meet in 
value and an approximate parity be re- 
stored. But it roust be remembered 
that to maintain a parity In this coun- 
try not only ours but the whole world’s 
stock of gold must be pulled down in 
value. Should a higher valuation ol>- 
tain In Europe than In this country 
gold will bee.xported to the Ix-tter mar- 
ket abroad. This Is what we antici- 
pate will take place. 

But it is no yielding of the question, 
ftir it is just what should take place 
under a bimetallic system. There can 
be no such thing ns continuous parity. 
One metal or the other will always ^ 
worth more than ita companion. and the 
dearer metal will drop out of circula- 
tion. We anticipate for a time gold 
will so retire, and it is nothing to be 
deplored, any more than its disappear- 
ance was prior to 1834. or the disap- 
pearance of silver after that date. 

Mexico and the South American re- 
publics are unable to maintain the par- 
ity of the metals by free coinage, and 
there is little more reason to exiiect 
that we can do so. But what differ- 
ence does it make If we can be richer 
and happier with silver? We certain- 
ly are finding neither wealth nor con- 
tentment with gold, and everything is 
going from bad to worse while we re- 
main so wedded to iL 

The silver advocates do not propose 
the demonetization of gold. It will 
still perform an important function as 
a check upon silver, and if at any time 
silver, as during the peritxl from 1834 
to 1873, should betromc worth more 
than gold at the aixteen to one ratio, 
it will have to step liack and again give 
])lace to gold as the standard. Such r^ 
suit is not at all unlikely to occur, and 
csjiecially as the remonetization of sil- 
ver extends, as It no doubt will, toother 
countries. 

But we cannot think that in any 
case within the next three or four years 
silver will return to $1.29 per ounce in 
gold. Nor is it altogether desirable 
that it should. — Detroit Tribune.

A REPUDIATIONIST. 



Bow John Sherman Saved the Geld Re- 
•erve In 1879. 

In answer to the talk about repudia- 
tion, provided the government should 
pay out silver on all coin obllgation.s 
a little incident has lately come to view 
which is exactly in jxiint. 

On the 1st day of January, 1879, re- 
suinjition of specie j.nyment was begun 
under the direction of John Sherman, 
then 8 »*cretar 3 - of the treasurj*. During 
the forenoon gold was paid out In con- 
siderable ouantities. About the close 

I ■• 

I of the morning hour the messeugrrs 
i from Wall street arrived with huge 
' saeks ready to take nxvuy the j-ellow 
metal. . The secretary’s n.-^sistants came 
to him in alarm and said the gold would 
soon be all gone at that rate. Our gold 
standard secretary and historian of the 
crime of 1873, then nnd there gave or- 
ders to pay out silver coin. It was of- 
fered to the Wall street agents; they did 
' not want it, and went back to their 
broker employes, leaving the gold in 
, the treasury untouched; but the suc- 
cess of resumption of specie payment 
! was assurexl and John Sherman had af- 
forded an object lesson of what might 
have been legally done at any datesince 
•nnd might be done to-day. 

Our silver coin could thus be legally 
and justly used, the gold rc.*scrTe saved 
precisely ns is done in Franco and there 
would 1^ no taint of repudiation for 
us now any more than on that 1st day of 
January, 1879.

WAS BECK A DEMOCRAT? 

That would not be n hard question 
for any Kentuckian to decide. Ev- 
ery one knows that Senator Beck 
was the highest type of a Democrat, 
that, next to Henry Clay, he was the 
“great commoner” of Kentucky, that 
he himself worked his way up from 
among the masses and that he was 
always their friend.

“But I would require them to take 
the same coins, both. gold and silver, 
that all other creditors of tlio Gov- 
ernment receive, I shall oppose the 
grant or recognition of any superior 
rights or privilegt-s in them or In the 
obligations they hold over those of 
other citizens. I would divorce them 
from politics and deprive them of pow 
er to control or infiuence legislation 
by contracting or by expanding or 
by threatening to interfere with our 
currency, as was done when they 
obtained President Hayes’ veto on a 
memerable occasion.” 

A careful perusal of the speech 
from which these excerpts are made 
convinces one that the gold standard 
Democrats, as chargei! by Senator 
Beck, were drifting away from true 
Democracy ten years ago and have 
been drifting further away ever 
since, until now they are willing to 
over-ride the will of the people and 
to set aside the decision of the ma- 
jority at Chicago, thus striking down 
the most vital principle underlying 
true Democracy. Will tlie people 
follow a few false teachers? When 
Senator Beck said: “I can, howev- 
er, get tlie Diets before the people,” 
lie evidently did not think so.
